AN UN AUTHORIZE D COLLECTOR 
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From niir 1'nlii.mlmn Correspondent, 

It. was the privilege of the writer to 

accompany Messrs. Fattcrson and Mc- 
Gregor to visit the recently por- 
ohased Home foraged an t infirm deaf 
but Saturday morning, up at Central 
College. The distance i» eleven milei 
Northeast of Columbus. The day in 
question proved to be one of the 
spring variety, and it did one good to 
have an outing in a spring Dragon 
drain by a fairly-spirited horse.

in the Home is situated. The build- 
ing! of this are the chief attraction.

Flenniken, who has had charge of the 

buildings of the Home for some weeks 

past, came out to greet the party as 

• ii as it entered the campus, and 
after attending to the horse led his 
visitors into a warm, comforlalile 
room of the main building, to get 
thawed out a little. After the pre- 

paratlon by m f the party ofdinuer 

and doing full justi ee to it, a lour 
of the buildings and grounds was 
made ami plans for the future im- 
provement of the property talked over 
or suggested. 

We had often been given repre- 
SentationS of the place, and of the line 
bargain the managers id' the Home 
Fund had struck in the purchase of 
the properly. Vet we had no idea 

we would be so agreeably surprised. 

The main building, a cut of which is 
given in the < 'hroniolt , is indeed a 

stately building far larger than one 

can gain an idea of on paper. The 

arrangements of the rooms, too, are 
very convenient. There are twenty- 
two apartments in it, and at a slight 

outlay can easily be put in ordei to 

suit the requirements of the Home. 

It is comparatively new, and a strue 
ture of its kind would com from live 
to ten thousand dollars to creel here. 
There is another building on the place 
Dearly as large as the Brst, ami con 
tain-- twenty four room*. It was 
■ ted in 1649. Its walls are thick 
and solid. It would require some 

outlay to repair the oeihngs of the 

rooms and plastering id' the walls. It 
QOuld be I. nil down and the old 

material used in the construction of 

other buildings upon the place. Per 
bapS this WOOld be the cheaper plain. 
The site upon which the buildings, in 
fact the whole farm, stand, is upon a 
rise of ground, on the west side of 
the principal street of the town. 
The view' from it in all directions is a 

good one. Eastward the ground 
illy falls till it, trachea the banks 

Alum Creek, which pari 

the town one-eighth of a mile from it 
Hounding pai I of the western limits 
-i is a line woodland of 

native woods oak, hickory, hi h, 

elm and walnut. Mr. Flennikcn told
